S1LVKR SKIGNOJIAUK. 


THE seignorage on the bullion pur- 


chased by the government is estimated 
at about $54,000,000. This ueignorage 
is the difference between the price 
paid by the Treasury department for 
the bullion and the coinage value of 
the bullion. It is the amount which 
would have gone into the pockets of 
miners instead of the Treasury vaults 
if the coinage of silver was free. 


The expenditures of the government 


are in excess of the receipts, and the 
$64,000,000 seignorage would be very 
acceptable just ^iow to help balance 
accounts, but the goldbug prejudice 
against silver is so deep-seated in the 
Treasury department that no silver 
dollars have been coined since last 
May, 
the profits from that source 


have ceased, and the result is apparent 
ia the Treasury statements. 


For some reasons very contradictory 


reports have been published regarding 
the coinage of the seignorage on silver. 
Soon after Congress adjourned it was 
announced that Secretary Carlisle had 
ordered the seignorage coined. Sub- 
sequently Secretary Carlisle visited 
Naw York and in an interview which 
was published in the gold press of that 
city, declared that he had not ordered 
the seignorage or any part of it coined, 
and that the mints would not coin 
silver. Now the Secretary is quoted as 
saying that he hud no intention of toll- 
ing off the seignorage and coining it, 
and in fact he is convinced that it can 
only be done by act of Congress.

A letter from his father and mother 


and another from his sister, in Maine, 
led to the identification of Frank B. 
Small. 
The Coroner promptly tele- 


graphed all the facts to the address 
given, and received a reply from th 
sister claiming the body as that of he 
brother, and at her request the body 
was prepared and shipped to his ol< 
home in Waterville, Maine. 


Through the efforts cf D. B. Gray 


General Agent for the - Southern Pa 
ciflc Company at Salt Lake City, it is 
learned that the bodies listed as that ol 
G. A. Trombo and Leroy Morris were 
respectively that of George Willmoti 
and Sherman B. Wainwright. 
The 


former, it seems, was a resident of Sail 
Lake City, and has a wife residing 
there now. 


The letter from Mr. Gray to Superin- 


tendent Whited, from Salt Lake City 
under date of November 13tb, explains 
itself and is as follows: 


"For your information T would say 


that from conversation with parties 
here it seems that the parties listed as 
G. A. Trombo and Leroy Morris in the 
number killed in the recent wreck at 
Keno (Salvia) are Messrs. George Will 
mott and Sherman B. Wainwright, re- 
spectively. 


"Mr. Willmott was a driver for G. A. 


Trombo, a confectioner of this city, 
and has a wife here. Mr. Wainwright 
was a driver for Fred S. Hadra, of the 
Chicago Liquor Company here. 
He 


obtained the address of Leroy Morris 
before leaving the city for the purpose 
of writing to him. The addresses given 
were Eldorado, Granger and Biter, 
Utah. He was a man about 5 feet 8 
inches in height, strong bone, beardless 
and red hair. He has a sister that 
lives in Springfield, Missouri, whose 
address is now in possession of Fred 
S. Hadra, of the Chicago Liquor Com. 
pauy of this city, which I will send as 
soon as I can get it. These two men 
went away from here at the same time

Now 
you perceive that you have a pyramid 
standing on its apex. You are the apex. 
The left hand edge of it is your line ol 
fathers, and on the right hand o£ it is 
your line of mothers. 


In all likelihood you derive rather 


more of your characteristics from the 
right hand edge of the pyramid than you 
do from the left and while in all prob- 
ability, if you are from a good New Eng- 
land family, you can go on stretching 
out the left hand edge of the inverted 
pyramid you cannot go on with the 
right hand edge any farther, and this 
meins that your genealogy is a one sided 
and partial thing.—Boston Transcript.

Now 
you perceive that you have a pyramid 
standing on its apex. You are the apex. 
The left hand edge of it is your line ol 
fathers, and on the right hand o£ it is 
your line of mothers. 


In all likelihood you derive rather 


more of your characteristics from the 
right hand edge of the pyramid than you 
do from the left and while in all prob- 
ability, if you are from a good New Eng- 
land family, you can go on stretching 
out the left hand edge of the inverted 
pyramid you cannot go on with the 
right hand edge any farther, and this 
meins that your genealogy is a one sided 
and partial thing.—Boston Transcript.
